Claims 1-7 lack novelty under PCT Article 33(2) as being anticipated by Mohr (58781 18). 

As per claims 1-7, Mohr (5878118) teaches a subscriber unit with speech feature extractions, voice activity detection, and a 
transmitted transmitting based on the voice activity detection (Rg. 5b, 7; interface with the VOX speehc reocngition, text to speech 
function, and other functions - col. 3 lines 60-65). Mohr further teaches the combination of speech features with voice activity 
detection (col. 5 lines 19-35).
